POLICE TELEPHONE. 
THE NEW SYSTEM NEARLY Mor FOR OPERA- 
TION. 

It is expected that by the close of this weex | 
the new telephone system will be in working 
order in the West Twelfth Street District. The 
wires. are all up, likewise the boxes, and ail hat 
remains to be done is to put in the lustruments, 
hie are all ready, and to make the conueo- 
tions. The system was explained at length some 
time ago when, it was first projected. There | 
have been some improvements, however, worth 
mentioning. The telephones are to be used by 
the police alone, and are ifclosed in boxes to 
which the police alone shall have keys. These in | 
turn are inclosed in large boxes, large euough to 
completely shelter a wan, and permit bim to 
cluse the door of the box to keep out noise and 
intruders. These have been painted a light | 
blue color, and are quite conspicuous on the 
streets. Each is supplied with a patent lock, 
which was origivaily planned for a fire-alarm | 
box. The door may be opened by turning the 
key. but the key is in turn held fast in the lock 
until it is released by turning a small key, tobe | 
carried also by the police, and which fits into a 
lot on the reverse of the lock. The beauty of 
this arryngement is, that it will prevent the 
turning in of false alarms. The police intend to 
de vefy careful in giving out keys to citizens 
and as each key is stamped A I. A 2, etc., a com- 
plete mogistry of the aumder of keys out can 
readily be kept.

WHAT ARE THE SUFFRAGE LAWS IN THE 
UNITED STATES? 


To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

Carcaao, Ost. 9.—As a Democrat, may I ask 
the favor of publishing in Tur Taru the re- 
suite of an investigation of authorities on a sub- 
ject that has recently attracted public attention 
in the newspapers of the Northwest, namely: 
the question of suffrage, and the qualifications 
required therefor. The question may be nar- 
rowed down to one point, namely: Can an un- 
naturalized person vote for a Member of Con- 
gress and for Presidential Electors? From an 
investigation and consideration of the subject, 
Iam clearly of the opinion that he can doso in 
many States. It is a not infrequent error to 
suppose that citizenship and suffrage are insep- 
erably joined together, and that the former is 
equivaient to the latter. Naturalization of it- 
self confers no right of suffrage. The States 
have the exclusive power of fixing the qualifica- 
tion of voters at all elections. Prof. Parsons 


says: 
Under the Articles of Confederation the Gen- 
eral Government could not exercise the power 
of naturalization, the State alone having that 
power. But, as naturalization made a man ua 
citizen, and a citizen of one State was a citizen 
of every other, it followed that any one State, in 
any way that it thought proper, might invest a 
foreigner with all the privileges of citizenship in 
every Other State. The inconvenience of this 
was 8o obvious that, when the Constitution was 
formed, uo ob was made to giving to the 
United States the exciusive power of naturaliza- 


tion. 

' Citizenship of itself gives no right of suffrage. 
That must depend upen the iaw of the State 
where he resides, the Constitution having left to 
the States this power; and each State prescribes 
Us own rule, or has its own law., of suffrage. 
Thus, a foreigner coming to Massachusetts, and 
residing mere. may be naturalized, and thus be- 
come a citizen of the United States and of that 
State, and live there all his life without the 
right of suffrage, unless he learns how to read 
the Constitution in English and write his own 
name. 

Many believe that the qualifications required 
in order to vote for Representatives in Congress 
are different from those uired in voting for 
Representatives in the Legislature of the State. 
This is simply a mistake, 1 ye be seen by ref- 
erence to Art. 1, Sec. f the Constitution, 
which is in these words: 

The House of Representatives shall be com- 
aoe of members chosen every second year by 

people of the several States; and the electors 
in each State shail have the qual ifeattons requisit
